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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States.

Claims 1-2, 9-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Onodera (5856774). Onodera (5856774) discloses the same invention as claimed: A 
rotation angle detector comprising: a movable shaft 5a; a bearing portion 1f for pivotably 
bearing against the movable shaft; a detection portion (2 or 4a or 4, etc.) for detecting a 
rotation angle of the movable shaft; and a supporting portion (1,1s, 1j, etc.) for 
supporting the detection portion, wherein the bearing portion and the supporting portion 
are integrally formed of the same material (col. 3, lines 8-9 and 25), and the movable 
shaft is cooperatively pivotable with a vehicular accelerator pedal (col. 4 lines 57-63); 
the detection portion 4a being not contacted the movable shaft 5a. Although specific 
columns, figures, reference numerals, lines of the reference(s), etc. have been referred 
to, Applicant should consider the entire applied prior art reference(s). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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Claims 13 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The term " adjacent the center axis of the 
bearing portion rather than adjacent the bearing portion" is new matter (emphasis 
added). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5-6, and 11-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim 14 is allowed. 

Response to Amendment 

Applicants' arguments filed 7/05/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicants argue that "Onodera does not teach or suggest the combination 
of claims 1 and 2, wherein the detection portion detects the rotational position of the 
movable shaft without contacting the movable shaft." This is found to be unpersuasive. 
Onodera discloses that the detection portion 4a does not contact the movable shaft 5a. 
See Figs. 1-2 at 4a and 5a. It is noted that sliding member pieces 6 are mounted on 
supporting member 5b, which supporting member 5b is a part of rotor 5 and is not a part 
of shaft 5a. In fact, sliding member pieces 6 contact supporting member 5b, and do$$

not contact movable shaft 5a. See col.5, lines 45-57, Figs. 1-2. Applicants' arguments 
with respect to claim 13 are moot in view of new ground of rejection.
